OFFICERS OF THE SENATE. 


They Were Elected Yesterday—Discussion of 
the Admission of the Three Senators. 

Washington, April 6.—Mr. Peffer made 
an argument in the senate teéday in opposi- 
tion to the right of the senators appointed 
by the governors of the states of Montana, 
Washington and Wyoming to take their 
seats in the senate; and Mr. Hoar com- 
menced a speech in support of a resolution 
offered by him last Monday, declaring the 
proposed constitutional amendment for the 
election of senators by the people of the 
several states inexpedient. Mr. Hoar. did 
not conclude his speech, but proposes to do 
so tomorrow. 

He yielded the floor in order to allow 
action to be taken on the resolution for the 
election of officers of the senate. The reso- 
lution wag agreed to without the formality 
of a division after the delivery of some half 
a dozen speeches (all but one coming from 
the democratic side) in Whrm commenda- 
tion of the character, ability and elfliciency 
of the present incumbents. The resolution 
were agreed to electing William R. Cox, of 
North -Cuarolina, secretary of the senate; 
Richard K. Bright, of Indiana, sergeant- 
at-arms, and William H. Milburn, of Lili- 
nois, popularly known as the blind preacher, 
chaplain, their term of ofhice to begin on 
the first day of the meeting of the fifty- 
third congress whether in extraordinary or 
regular session. 

Mr. Carey offered a resolution, which 
was referred to the committee on contingent 
expenses, authorizing the committee on ter- 
ritories to visit the territories of New Mex- 
ico, Arizona, Utah and Oklahoma for the 
purpose of obtaining information in regard 
to their resources, population and condition 
and as to the propriety of their admission 
as states. 

The debate on the admiasion of the three 
Senators appointed by the governors of 
Montana Washington and Wyoming wis 
resumed and Mr. Peffer mude an argument 
against their right to seats, taking the 
ground that it was the business of the states 
themselves and not of the senafe to. see 
to it that they were fuliy represented in 
the senate of the United States. 

At the close of Mr Peffer’s speech, the 
matter was laid aside temporarily at the 
request of Mr. McPherson, and the resolu- 
tion reported yesterday from the comnit- 
tee on contingent expenses was taken up 
and agreed to. It directs the commissioner 
of labor to make a report to the senate at 
the opening of the fifty-third congress as 
to the total cost (including all the elements) 
and the actual cost of the various iron and 
steel products and of the leading articles 
of textile industry, and it imstructs the 
committee on finance to make such further 
investigation in regard to the same matters 
as it shall deem important. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Hoar last 
Monday concerning the election of senators 
by the people was again taken up, and 
Mr. Hoar proceeded to address the senate 
upon it. It declares it to be inexpedient 
to adopt the resolution of the last house of 
representatives for an amendment to the 
constitution so as to secure the election of 
senators by the people of the several 
states. It gives nine principal reasons why 
such a change should not be made, the last 
of them being that it would result in the 
overthrow of the whole scheme of the same 
and in the end of the whole scheme of the 
nationai constitution as designed and estab- 
lished by the framers of the constitution 
and the people who adopted it. 

Mr. Hoar’s speech was philosophical in 
character and largely retrospective. He 
contrasted the tone of public sentiment 
now and forty years ago—the contrast not 
being to the advantage of the past. He 
tlaimed that measures of improvement, 
which have taken place in public life. has 
come from the permanency and _ stability 
of other political institutions argued - 
that changes should not be made lightly or 
inconsiderately . 

Mr. Hoar yielded for a motion to proceed 
to executive business, and after that busi- 
ness was disposed of, the senate adjourned 
till tomorrow. 


SERGEANT RYAN'S CELLAR, 


“Fence” Where Government Stores 
Were Put Away. 


Washington, April 6.—In the weather 
bureau investigation today Captain of the 
Watch Brandon was first called. His tes- 
timony went to show that the -property 
clerk had been ignored and that, as he 
claimed he had an order from the disburs- 
ing officer, Mr. Stone, placing him in charge 
of the storeroom. In this capacity he dis- 
posed of the property of the department at 
such prices as he chose, admitting that a 
private sale would be had on one day and 
a public one the next. 

There appeared wide discrepancies in the 
prices, and when called upon to explain 
this he said that his books had been stoijen. 
He admitted he had sent furniture to the 
private houses of several of the chiefs of 
divisions, to Major Harrington's residence 
and to his own home. Some of these things 
had recently been returned to the depart- 
ment, but not all of them. He also claim- 
ed that he had seen stored in the cellar of 
Sergeant’s Ryan’s, house over $1, worth 
of belongings of the department. 
Ryan is an employe of the bureau.

INSULTED BY PERU, 


: Again. 
A UNITED STATES CONSULATE SACKED 


And the Acting Consular Agent Shot 
in the Foot, 


WHILE THE POLICE DID NOTHING 


But Stand and Look on—Secretary Gres- 
ham Orders an Investigation—The 
Correspondence on the Matter. 


Washington, April 6.—It was Chile during 
the last administration. It may be its neigh- 
bor, Peru, during this. It appears that 
the United States consulate at one of the 
Peruvian ports has been sacked by a mob 
with apparent police sanction. The officer 
acting as consular agent for the United 
States was seized upon and wounded in 
the foot. The news came in a brief tele- 
gram through the United States minister to 
Pern. He omitted such essential details 
as the name ef the place and the name of 
the wounded oflicer or they were dropped 
from his dispatch in the telegraphic traus- 
mission. 

His telegram is as follows: 

Lima, April 5.—Gresham, Washington. At 
——, & mov attacked a Masonic lodge, sacked 
the building and burned the fixtures in the 
street. Incidentally the United States consul- 
ate was invaded, the furnishings destroyed 
and the ucting consular agent shot in the foot. 
The archives were saved intact. A squad of 
Peruvian police looked on while the mob per- 
formed the work without interference. The 
mail brings the particulars. HICKS. 

Secretary Gresham conferred with the 
president on the — and this afternoon 
sent the following telegram to the minister: 

Department of State, Washington, D. C., 
April §.—Toa Hicks, Minister, Lima: Protest 
Ogaiust the failure of the anthorities to afford 
protection to the consulate, and if the facts 
are well established ask an expression of. re- 
gret, the prompt prosecution of the guilty par- 
ties, and reparation for the injury to American 
property and person. GRESHAM. 

There is but one couswiate in Peru—that 
at Callao. In this position Mr. Aquilla J. 
Daugherty, of Illinois, appointed under Mr. 
Harrison’s administration, stands on the 
record as consul. There are under him 
seven consular agencies, the occupants of 
which position are doubtless jnostly mer- 
chents of the country, who are paid by fees, 
and these fees seem to be very small, inas- 
mvch as only two make any. returns to the 
department of fees collected, and those 
returns are under $25 a year. These eon- 
Sular agents are as follows: Cerro de Pas- 
co—-M. C. McNuliy. Chiclayo—Alfred 
Solf. Mollendo—Witliam R. ‘Griflith. Pai- 
ta—Johp_F.

At an Interlor Point. 


Whether the outrage complained of. oc 
curred at one of these smaller places-or at 
Callao, no one at the department ean deter- 
mine from the telegram, but inasmuch as it 
comes from Lima, the impression prevails 
tbat the scene of the outrage wag one of 
the interior points. This impression is fur- 
ther strengthened by the knowledge in the 
department that in many eases where the 
natives assaulted the  subconsulate, the 
trouble is due, not to any antagonism to the 
country represented, but to prejudice and 
ill feeling against the representatives per- 
sonally. This is not an pncommon occur- 
rence in South America, or in other parts of 
the world, where the acts of a mercantile 
consular agent are resented by the people 
who would _ respect the acts of 
a citizen of the United States, 
duly appemted to a full consular po- 
sition. It is believed that the matter will 
be satisfactorily explained in » short time, 

Secretary Gresham’s action in the matter 
was marked by promptness and caution. 
The demands are predicated on a corrobor- 
ation of the facts as stated briefly by the 
minister, 


GLADSTONE'S REMARKS 


On Moving a Second Reading of the Irish 
é Hume hue Bill. 


London, April 6.—The galleries of the 
house of commons were full, but the house 
itself was not crowded when Mr. Gladstone 
arose today'to move the secoud reading of 
the bij] to establish home rule in ‘reland. 
Mr. Gladstone said that the government 
had no intention of amending the bill as 
presented except in some minor particulars. 
Hie earnestly desired to bring home to the 
minds of the house the question when this 
great controversy was to end. (Cheers.) 
He did not addrvss the question to the oppo- 
sition in aspirit of assumed superiority, 
but he would rafher press it earnestly upon 

_ their hearts and understandings as a mat- 
ter in which both sides were equally inter- 
ested. For many years the question of 
Irish home rule had blocked the way of Jeg- 
islation, The liberal party had offered a 
solution but when they asked their oppo- 
nents where al] this was to end, they rare- 
ly obtained an answer. Certainly the 
opposition had not yet ventured 
to point out a process whereby the 
greatest of Irish questions should be decid- 
ed apart from the way in which the home 
rule bill proposed to decide it, (Cheers.) 

Mr. Gladstone proceeded with a historic 
development of the rise and the causes of 
the demand for Irish home rule. 


DUPUY’S POLICY. 


The New Premier Reads Bis' Statement to 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

Paris, April 6.—M. Dupuy, the new pre- 
mier, read a statement of his policy in the 
chamber of deputies today. He said that the 
government is conscious of the ditticulties 


in view of the profound tranquilfity prevail- 
ing in the country and its abidi aith in 
the republic, which proves that the painful 
incidents of the last few months, despite the 
efforts to turn them to-advautage for po- 
litical ends have neither checked the vigorous 
growth of the republic nor injured the coun- 
try’s traditional reputation for probity and 
honor. (Applause.) 

One lesson to be drawn from these trials 
is that competency and affluence are only 
to be acquired by honest work and culy 
obtained by a regard for morality and the 
preservation of self respect. 8 lesson has 

one home to the national conscience. 

e may, therefore, regard the future with 
confidence. Every day universal suffrage 
brings democratic inspirations into greater 
accord with republican institutions and the 
day is at hand when the definitive indication 
of France with the republic will render. an 
agreement easier to establish. The surest 
means of hastening such a result is that the 
public administration should act with. cor- 
rectness and With consideration for equity 
and order to secure the common waltars. 
“Citizens, I ask yon to let the country feel 
that parliamentary institutions are following

One of the first arrivals was Mrs. Carse, 
herself, and she soon fell to talking pleas- 
antly with some of her sisters in the work. 
All at once her gaze alighted upon Mr. 
Florence McCarthy, who was formerly a 
Baptist preacher, and is now employed on 
a morning newspaper. She was in the act 
of planting a stately kiss upon the forehead 
of a new comer when her eyes rested upon 
the form of Mr. McCarthy, who sat non- 
chalantly at the very edge of the palm- 
bedecked platform. The expression on 
Mrs. Carse’s face changed at once from 
sisterly sweetness to intense scorn. 

“Tenve this hall at once, sir. How dare 
you come here after villifying and lying 
about us as you have done in your paper,’ 
said she. Mrs. Carse’s right hand was ex- 
tended in close proximity to the surprised 
Mr. McCarthy's nose, and she continued 
to advance toward him with a Lady Mac- 
beth sort of stride. 

“But, madam——,” he began. 

“Leave this hall,” she again shouted, 
“and never come here again.” 

Her tone and manner were too much for 
Mr. McCarthy and he proceeded to back out 
up the main aisle without his hat, bowing 
profoundly at every step.

YESTERDAY'S FIRE RECORD. 


Heavy Loss at Petersburg, Va.—The Flames 
Elsewhere. 


Petersburg, Va., April 6.—A fire on Syca- 
more street was gotten under control at 
2:30 o'clock this morning, after causing 
damage amounting to about $25,000. The 
building was owned by C. A. Pope, val- 
ued at $10,000 and was insured in the 
Virginia Mutual Assurance Society.

Burning of a Sanitarium. 


Cincinnati, O., April 6.—A careless tin- 
net upon the roof of the College Hill sani- 
tarium this evening, caused a loss of from 
$100,000 to $150,000 of property and im- 
periled the lives of 200 patients. 

A hot soldering iron was permitted to 
ignite the roof ang the flames quickly got 
beyond the control of the waterworks of 
the institution as well as that of the village 
of College Hill. By wise arrangement the 
superintendent, Dr. O. Everts, directed 
the attendants to give every effort to the 
task of gafely removing the sick, the in- 
sane and the ailing patients. The insti- 
tute were faithfully assisted by the vil- 
lagers, who flocked to the place. The 
scenes within the great structure, four 
stories in height and filled with 200 pa- 
tients, was exciting. The insane shrieked 
and tore their clothing. The less unfortu- 
nate were distracted by fear and begged 
to be helped away from the flames. 

It is beliewed that every life was saved 
and every inmate, except two men and 
one woman, was safely housed in adjoining 
buildings and in private houses. In the 
confusion two men and one woman escaped 
to the woods. <A vapentear ag, 3 party was 
sent after them. The main building was 
entirely destroyed. It wag built by J. 
C. C. Holenshade and used for some years 
as a female coll@ge. It has been used 
as a sanitarium for the private treatment 
of the insane for the past eight or ten 


years.

Through this throng there was a native pie 
ty of the devout women, blended with all 
the superstition, ignorance and fanaticism. 
Many of them had come from the neighbor- 
ing states of Arizona, New Mexico, Idaho 
and Montana, as well as from every valley 
and _plain of the Utah territory, to attend 
upon this, the most momentous event of 
Mormon history, and they came literally 
with bed ahd babies in arms, that even the 
little offs might reap the blessings of the 
holy occasion. 

“Surely,” they said, “God will not let this 
epoch pass without a direct and special rev- 
‘elation to the faithful of Zion. He will 
not fail to show his sanction of the great 
monument to his name.” 

Never did sect believe more strongly in 
the constant, direct communication of God 
with man, and even the ancient Hebrew 
looked net.g the sky with more expectancy 
from the base of fiery Sinai than did the 
Mormon peasantry at their temple gates 
today. 

This temple is the huge structure, the 
site for which was selected July 28, 1847, 
the fifth day after the Mormon pioneers 
entered the. great Salt Lake valley. Brig- 
ham Young, president of the church, with 
a number of apostles, was viewing the 
prospect in the place selected as his new 
home, where all seemed a barren waste, 
and in passing the southwest corner of 
where the temple now stands, struck his 
cane on the ground and exclaimed: “Here 
will be the temple of our God.”’ 

The southeast corner of a ten-acre plat, 
selected as the temple block, was made the 
initial point for laying out the oity, and 
was afterward adopted by government of- 
ficials as the base meridian line. Four 
years later, at the October conference of 
the church, in 1851, a vote of the people 
was taken to build a temple of the best 
material that can be obtained in North 
America. The material selected for the 
foundation was firestone from a canon 
four miles distant. When the walls came to 
be built, cut granite from Little Cotton- 
wood canon, eighteen miles distant, was 
chosen as the most snitable material. 
Prior to the advent of the railway, in 
1870, this rock had to be hauled by ox and 
mule teams. On February 6, 1853, ground 
was broken and 250 men put to work on 
the excavation. On the 6th of April follow- 
ing, the corner stones were laid. sixteen feet 
below the surface of the ground. 

When Johnston’s army came through in 
1858, the foundation of the temple was en- 
tirely covered with earth, and the people 
moved south from Salt Lake for a time. 
Four years after this, work was resumed on 
the pening. and with the exception of two 
years, 1868S and 1869, when the workmen 
of the territory were mostly employed in 
constructing the Union Pacific and other 
railroads, has continued without serious 
interruption. The capstone was laid April 

1892, at which time the date for dedica- 
tion was fixed for April 6, 1893, the sixty- 
third anniversary of the organization of 
the Mormon church, and forty years from 
Se date the temple’s corner stones were 
aid. 

Description of the Temple. : 

The building is 186 1-2 feet long and 99 
feet wide. With the towers it covers an 
area of 21,850 square feet. The foundation 
wall is sixteen feet thick and sixteen feet 
deep. On this, granite walls are nine feet 
thick at the bottom and narrow to six feet 
at the square. There are six towers, three 
on the east and three on the west. The cor- 
ner towers are twenty-six feet high and 
on the west 194 feet. The east central 
tower of the building ig 222 1-2 feet high, 
surmounted by a figure with a trumpet to 
his lips, proclaiming the gospel. The east- 
ern part ef the temple is for the Melchis- 
dore priesthood, representing the higher 
or spiritual officers. The west is of the 
Aaronic priesthood, representive of tem- 
poral existence. The figure on the east cen- 
tral tower bolided the angel named in

same securities to the former holders. In- 
dividuals entering the reorganization incur 
no expense whatever, but receive in the 
event of success securities in exchange as 
per tabulated statement. 

“The statement that any new loans have 
been coutracted is also false. Oustanding 
obligations to the amount of $5,194,269, in- 
cluding the Speyer loan, have simply been 
consolidated and taken up by Hollins & 
Co., and the Mercantile Trust Company. 
These are only mere fabrications intended 
to embarrass the Central’s interests.” 

It was learned today that Pat Calhoun 
appeared before the board of directors last 
night and spoke for an hour explaining why 
he had brought suit_in Judge Jackson’s 
court in behalf of Simon Borg & Co., and 
Brown & Co., against foresclosure. He 
said he did not regard such a sale as called 
fay, and thought a foreclosure to the disad- 
vantage of all security holders.

THE ENGINEERS AND THE COURTS. 


A Statement Asked of the Lake Shore— Will 
Take an Appeal. 

Toledo, O., April 6.—The total division of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineegs 
will make a formal demand or request of the 
Lake Shore grievance committee for the 
railroad’s reinstatement of its engineers, 
who left its services on the night of March 
17th, because they wouldn’t handle Ann 
Arbor freight cars. This statement was 
made this afternoon by Chairman J. W. 
Watson, of the Lake Shore company of the 
brotherhood. He thought that the company 
would not hesitate to grant the request, as 
the men had only done what they were in 
duty bound to do by the brotherhood. 

It is a case that the brotherhood has 
never met with before and that they will 
proceed with considerable caution in making 
the request there is no doubt. Should Mr. 
Caniff refuse and be sustained in his refu- 
sal, trouble may be looked for on the Lake 
Shore with its engineers. There was some 
talk among them of quitting the service of 
the Lake Shore last Monday when the de 
cisions of the federal court were delivered, 
but this was stopped before it had spread 
to any extent. The men have requested of 
the brotherhood to be reinstated and when 
the men of one road refuse to handle an- 
other road's property because the brother- 
brotherhood is in duty bound to stand by 
those men if they request a reinstatement.

Scme ot tle shot struck Marion Bryant's 
clothing and one entered his hand. After 
going up the road about thirty yards, they 
decided to investigate the matter as to who 
fired the guns. After getting over the fence 
they went on to the well and while Bryant 
was talking to Bassett as to why he was 
shooting at them on the public hway, my 

brother walked around the well and was shot 
down “by one of Bassett’s negroes, whom he 
had concealed ucar the well. They 
were in no ditch, as set forth by your cor- 
respondent, as there is certainly no ditch 

near the well. Yaughn went to my brother 
after he fell and found that he was dead, and 
became frightened and left Bryant alone with 

Bassett. After Bryant saw what had been 
done, he remarked to Bassett that my brother 
was a dead man, and he carelessly answered 
that he believed the was. Bryant then came to 
notify the family. I went immediately and 
carried a blanket to spread over his body 
until the coroner could arrive. On arriving at 

the place and while kneeling down by my 
brother, Marion Bryant and myself were ar- 

rested by Gus Cooper, who, with others, 

a apm rer} ba: ag armed to the 
teeth h guns and pistols. 

“Here your correspondent states that they 
krew the woods were full of white caps and 
that Cooper and his Pe | lay in ambush to 
await developments. He also stated that Bry- 
ant and myself returned for the purpose of 
removing the dead body, which is untrue. 
I went there for the purpose of looking after 
the dead body of my brother and having a legal 
irquest held over the same. I requested that 
the coroner be sent for. Being comparatively 
a stranger in this section I knew not who the 
coroner was or where he lived. I was told 
that the coroner had already been notified 
und very soon after was told that all was 
ready for the inquest to proceed. I asked if 
the coroner had arrived and was answered 
in the affirmative. I also said somethin 
about sending for my father and was advise 
by some of them that it was entirely unnec- 
essary, as they were brother Masons with my 
father and would see that everything was 
carried on properly. : 

“There was only one gentleman present that 
was well acquainted with the family. He 
was Mr. N. B. Smith, a citizen of Houston 
county in good standing and moral in every 
particular. He was suggested as one of the 
jurors by some one, but was promptly re- 
jected, consequently the jury was made up 
of Bassett’s own chums, with Bill Wynn, a 
little notary public from Fort Valley, acting 
as coroner. I was not aware that. Wynn was 
not the coroner until the verdict had been 
read. Since that time I have had an inter- 
view with the legal coroner and he states 
that they had no authority whatever to hold 
an inquest unless it had been a case of 
emergency and that he could not have been 
found in the county. He only lives eight 
miles from the scene of the murder and 
states that he would have come had he re- 
ceived any notice. 

During the investigation this self-consti- 
tuted coroner would not allow negroes to be 
questioned as to what kind of guns they 
had and would not allow me, a brother of 
the deceased, to interrogate witnesses on any 
point. My father did not express satisfac- 
tion at the verdict, as stated by your cor- 
respondent, but did say that this selected 
jury and notary public that palmed himself 
off as coroner of Houston county, were en- 
tirely unfit, by being destitute of any princt- 
le, to hold an inquest over a mad dog. This 
ury did not try to ascertain all the facts in 
the case. Mr. Martin, the foreman, asked 
one of the darkies on the stand what kind 
of a gun he had on the night of the Killing. 
Before the negro could say anything he was 
informed by Wynn that he need not answer 
that question? 

‘When I arrived I at once carried some 

blankets to spread over my brother and no- 
ticed his pistol lying abounp six inches from 
his hand, but on examination of the notary 
public’s inquest it was found in his left hand 
cocked and ready for use, This had been 
done by some one of this dirty mob endeavor- 
ing to shew that he was in the act of shoot- 
ing. 
“Bryant and Yaughn had no firearms of any 
description. My brother had a pistol loaned 
to him by me on Saturday afternoon while 
rabbit hunting. When I gave it to him it 
contained four cartridges and one empty 
shell. At Mrs. Bryant’s he shot one of the 
cartridges, which left three loaded, which 
were in the pistol when found. The pistol 
belonged to me and after the inquest I went 
to Cooper and demanded it. He gave it up 
minus the cartridges. On the following Tues-_ 
day I demanded of him the cartridges. He 
referred me to Sam Neill, one of the jurors. 
I ee him and he informed me that 
he did not remember them, that when he 
tock the pistol at the inquest he was consid- 
erably under the influence of wine and the 
pistol was taken from him Dy some one..A 
pretty condition for ea juror. Mr. Steve Bas- 
sett was also intoxicated on Saturday even- 
ing in Fort Valley. Again your miserable 
correspondent states that there were threats 
made to avenge my brother’s death and Bry- 
ant’s arrest. This is a lie. In the issue of 
the 29th your Fort Valley correspondent goes 
on in the same way. The best people of his 
own town declare that it was an unjust pro- 
ceeding and a shameful disgrace to civilized 
humanity. 

‘“‘My brother is well known in Pike, Meri- 
wether and Upson countigs. He has been 
living in Crawford county three or four 
months and has never had any ill will against 
any person in this or Houston count.

The ‘Queer Story Seamen Tell of Their 
Terrible Journey. 


NEARLY “FIVE MONTHS AT SEA 


On the Little Yacht Syren, with Death 
Staring Them in the Face—W ere 
They Victims ofa Plot? 


Savannah, Ga, April 6.—(Special.)—The 
little yacht, Syren, Captain Robins Purdy, 
commanding, will sail tomorrow for Ber- 
muda, having been fully repaired and put 
in a seagoing conditon. 

The voyage of this yacht from London 
to this port, driven as she was by the force 
of the wind and waves, is of more than 
usual interest. The little vessel is just fifty 
feet long, and of twelve tons’ capacity. In 
October last she.left England in charge of 
Captain Purdy and, with a crew of three 
seuien, bound for Bermuda. The steam 
apparatus had been taken off and the hole 
left by the removal of the propeller made 
the vessel unusually hard to steer. It was 
fitted with two sails, and the chronometer 
put on board was so badly out of time, ac- 
cording to the certificate, that it was prac- 
tically impossible for the captain to get 
his longitude. The-chronometer, according 
to the certificate, wis twenty seconds slow, 
and gained “abeut’’ a minui daily. 

In this condition the yacht was started 
for Bermuda, where, it was said, the owner 
bad large plantations, and wished to use 
tbe Syren in connection with them. In such 
a shape it was totally unseaworthy, as was 
proved during a long and rough voyage. 
‘Lhe contract made was for three months, 
but after the crew had been out about 
seventy-five days, and were apparently 
away off the track of their destination, 
provisions gave out and it was found that 
the last cask of water in the hold had been 
poisoned. Drinking it, they all became oe 
and Were on the point several times o 
giving up the yacht as lost and taking their 
chances in the life boat. While sick from 
the poisoned water the captain broke his 
sextant, and so lost all means of locating 
himself on the high seas. The crew was 
sick for several days, and it is considered 
that nothing short of a miracle could have 
kept it afloat during all the severe weather 
and misfortunes with which they met. 

They fortunately obtained provisions and 
water once or twice from pussing vessels, 
and allowed the yacht to float on with the 
wind until they reached the South Carolina 
coast, at Port Royal, exhausted, worn out 
and almost ready to give up. The yacht 
Was towed into Savannah by the tug I‘orest 
City, reaching here after a voyage of 158 
days, from London. during the roughest 
Weather and worst season known on the 
Atlantie during the year. 

The crew learned before leaving that the 
vessel had been insured by its owner for 
nearly 2,000 pounds, or about $10,000° in 
American money, which is just about dou- 
ble its value. Putting this tovether, with 
the unseaworthy condition of the Syren, 
and the fact that the water aboard had 
been poisoned by some means or other, 
they all came to the conclusion that the 
plan was a plot on the part of the owner 
to have the vessel lost in order to get the 
heavy insurance placed on her in a company 
which, he is said to represent. 

According to the boatswain’s story the 
crew all came to the conclusion that such 
a plot had been formed when they first be- 
gan to get sick from the effects of the potl- 
soned water. which turned blue when pour- 
ed out of the cask into the air. The ar- 
rangement of the yacht'’s sidelights was 
also such that any vessel meeting it could 
not tell from which direction it was coming, 
as they crossed each other. Those who ex- 
amined the racht came to the same conelu- 
sion, sating that from all the facts in the 
case, such was probably the intention of 
the owners. The large insurance, the poi- 
soned water and the yacht’s equipments 
certainly looked suspicious. 

When the vessel arrived here the owner 
was telegraphed by the British consul. and 
there was no alternative but for him to send 
money to have her put in a seagoing condi- 
tion, and to pay the seamen. The seamen 
refused to go with the yacht to Bermuda, 
rnd they were at first refused pay, as de- 
serters of a ship in distress. But the mis- 
fortunes with which ther-met were finally 
taken into consideration by the consul and 
they were paid. Captain Purdy, however, 
agreed to fulfill his contract in spite of bis 
suspicion as to the intent of the owners. 
The boat has been refitted, the chronometer 
corrected, and she is now in a better coe- 
dition to meet the gales. 

Captain Purdy. with his new crew, sailed 
todav for Bermuda to deliver the yacht as 
per the orders he reecived.

Against the Rioters.* 
ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY-FIVE. 


Have Already Been Found—Mr. Benford 
Talks—Some Threatening 
’ Letters. 


‘Carrollton, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury of Carroll county, now in 
session, is bringing the rioters of New Mex- 
ico district tg taw in. way that they 
will not relish. Soméfhing near one hun- 
dred and twenty-five true bills were found 
yesterday against persons said to be in 
the whipping, an account ef which has 
been published in The Constitution. Dr. 
Dan L. Rodgers, who has heretofore given 
bend in this case, was rearrested after the 
true bills were found and Judge 8. W. 
Harris fixed his bond at $1,000 in one case 
or $7,000 in the seven cases that the grand 
jury have returned true bills. _The doc- 
tor, who is well connected in Carrollton, 
did not make bond and he is now in jail 
awaiting trial. this rate eighteen of 
the rioters will go behind the bars or make 
bonds to the amount of $7,000. Dr. 
Rodgers’s bond has scared all who are cou- 
nected with these cases. A true bill has 
been returned against Henry Benford for 
rape. There is much excitement in these 
cases and some sensational developments 
ire expected every day. Judge Harris 
will punish the offenders where their guilt 
is proven. The state will be represented 
by Colonel Ed Watkins, Cobb & Bro., of 
this city and James & Carter, of Bowden. 
A number of the accused rioters have em- 
ployed very able counsel and every inch 
of ground will be fought vigorously. The 
defendants rely on proving alibis and in 
some cases they will attempt to impeach 
the state Witnesses, Vis: Mrs. ‘hite, 
Mrs.*Bowen and others. 

Mr. J. H. L. Benford Talks. 

The Constitution reporter had a talk with 
Mr. J.-H. Benford, father of Henry 
and Price Benford, who are alleged to be 
connected with the crimes, today. He — 
that the whipping was an outrage. fe 
also said most all the parties whinged 
were of bad character and that hundreds 
of people would swear that they would 
not believe them on oath. Mr. Benford 
says the real reason, in his opinion, has 
never Been given for the whipping of Mrs. 
Whine, Mrs. Bowen, Sam Bowen the 
Britts and Frank Eason. He says Bowen 
said after the whipping that one of the 
crowd told him (Bowen) that he (Bowen) 
und his crowd, meaning the whipped par- 
ties, had reported about a dozen distilleries, 
but they had better never do so again. 
Le also said that the mob told the victims 
not 40 appear at the court ground_ the 
next day. It is intimatéd that the Bow- 
ens, Britts, Eason and the Whites have 
been engaged in illicit distilling, 
but have turned against the busi- 
ness now and have been reporting the 
stills to the revenue oflicers. Mr. Benford 
says it is hard for a man who has lived in 
Carroll county for twenty-two years to be 
persecuted, and such characters as Mrs. 
White and others are the cause of it. 
On the otker hand some of Mrs. Bowen’s 
neighbors say she is of good character 
and a strict member of the Baptist church. 
They say the same of Sam Bowen and 
rank Iason. 

Some Threatening Letters. 

The white cap crowd or some one else 
have written several threatening letters. 
One of these was directed to pe 
Yates, the bailiff of New Mexico district, 
and who has taken considerable interest 
in arresting and ferreting out the guilty 
parties. The letter was found near 
Pates’s home and it was read by the grand 
jury today. In the letter the names of 
Rick Byrd and Willie Chambers occur. 
hese two boys were with the rioters and 
have confessed the whole thing. They told 
the matter to the grand jury, so I presume, 
today, notwithstanding the threat in the 
letter below. Here is the letter received 
by Bailiff Yates: ; 

‘Joel, Ga., March 31, 1893.—Mr. Alvin 
Yates, Rick Byrd and Willie Chambers: 
Bro. Alvin:—We are not connected with 
this trouble in our settlement on _ either 
side, but we are members of Pleasaut 
Grove church, and have been living in 
this county for fifteen or twenty years in 
perfect peace, and we see our settlement 
is going to be ruined if there is not some- 
thing done. This: is all caused by a set 
who are low down and mean. You know 
this as well as we do. It seems that yon 
are taking sides with this mean and 
trashy set, and ag we know you _ well 
and wish you well, and have 
known your father so long we want you to 


. g 
stay whére you are at and have no more to 


do with it, for you know they have got 
men into it who are not guilty and these 
are members of our church at that. ‘It is 
very wrong for the innocent to have to 
suffer and we'don’t intend that they ehall. 
We have this to say: If either of you three 
go in court and swear anything that will 
eondemn a man in this settlement we will 
gee that you all suffer worse than they 
do. We cannot, and will not, see our fam- 
ilies dragged about in the way they have 
been. We have made our settlement a 
good one and if it has got to be torn all 
to pieces and ruined we propose to go with 
it. It is a shame to think you would take 
sides with such a set as you have and we 
are ready to forgive you if you will stop 
where you are, but if you do pick that ig- 
norant Rich Byrd and then make him go 
to court and there you and him swear 
egaiust one of our members or one of our 
settlement into this thing, you ought to suffer 
and we expect to see that You do. We 
hate to have anything to do with anything 
of this sort, but-we can’t stand and see 
our settlement ruined in such a way as this. 
We had rather be dead, and will die, before 
we will be still and see our children and 
kinfolks and church members ruined. lf 
We can’t control you by kind means, we are 
going to do it the best way we can. Now, 
you can tell the boys that they can and 
must keep their mouths shut. Rich Byrd 
can leave here and you had better let him 
go and tell him that the best thing that 
e can do is to shut his mouth and know 
nothing. Tell him to leave and stay, gone. 
“Now, Alvin, the truth is, you are getting 
yourself where the public will never like you 
again. We want peace and we say plainly 
that We are not going to have any of you 
there to swear against the accused 
parties. If Kick Byrd does swear against 
them we wil know you were the cause of 
it. Now you had better get his mouth 
shut.” 
A “Soggend says: “Now, Alvin, we do 
all this writing as friends and you had 
better Hear us and make those boys shut 
their mouths and you do the same.”

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Not Too Much! : 

A Boston editor ventures to put this 
inquiry in print: “Is it not more than 
probable that Georgia is getting too 
much?” That this question should be 
asked within the limits of Massachu- 
setts, a state where more than half the 
population are making frantic efforts 
to get their snouts in the swill-tub, is 
surprising to say the least. 

It is surprising because envy of this 
kind is not usually looked for in a com- 
munity that regards itself as the cen- 
ter of culture and civilization—espe- 
cially when that community has been 
fighting over the spoils in a way, to 
alarm neighboring states. 

No, esteemed contemporary, Georgia 
is not getting too many offices, and she 
doesn’t want too many. Her expecta- 
tions are strictly within the limits of 
modesty and justice. These expecta- 
tions have been fully outlined by The 
Constitution, and there is no reason or 
excuse for the slightest misapprehension 
on the part of any person. Georgia 
wants no office that belongs to Massa- 
chusetts or any other state. She is 
not engaged in any undignified scram- 
ble for official pap. Comparatively few 
of her citizens are applicants for place. 

So far as the offices are concérned 
Georgia rests her claims on _ solid 
ground. Other states may demand 
everything or nothing; Georgia wants 
nothing but justice. The offices, wheth- 
er they are given out under the civil 
service law or by appointment, belong 
to the people, and each political divis- 
ion of the people—the state or common- 
wealth—is entitled to its fair propor- 
tion. This is Georgia’s demand—these 
are her just expectations—that the 
democratic administration will cure the 
unjust and partisan distribution of of- 
fices established for corrupt purposes 
by the republicans. 

This demand and these expectations 
have been ridiculed by various light- 
minded persons, but not even the shad- 
ow of an attempt has been made to 
dispose of them by means of fact or 
argument. On the contrary the prin- 
ciple for which The Constitution has 
been contending has already been par- 
tially recognized by Mr. Gresham and 
Mr. Carlisle. The more it is studied 
the more it will commend itself to the 
sense of justice that is inherent in the 
human mind. It is a principle that 
will be fully recognized finally, as it 
was in the better days of the republic 
when democratic doctrine- controlled 
the government. | 
_It is true that Georgia has already 
received a god deal of attention at the 
hands of Mr. Cleveland, but the state 
is entitled to hundreds of places in the 
‘departments that go by appointment 
dnd to hundreds that are filled under 
the rules of the civil service.

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Public Spirit. 

‘At the recent banquet of the Com- 
mercial Club in Nashville, Mr. G. H. 
Armistead, the secretary of the club, 
made a speech in which he arraigned his 
fellow citizens for their lack of public 
spirit. 

The speaker pointed out rival cities 
where the people pulled together, and 
freely gave their time and money for 
the advancement of the general wel- 
fare, and organized a compact mass of 
harmonious, earnest citizenship to com- 
bat popular dangers and advocate popu- 
lar benefits. Such cities forged ahead, 
but Nashville’s progress was retarded 
by the absence of this spirit, 

It is well to bring these great truths 
home to the people of every communi- 
ty, from time to time, so that they 
may be deeply impressed upon the pub- 
lic mind. The case of Atlanta is of- 
ten referred to as an example of what 
may be accomplished under adverse 
circumstances by a united citizenship 
opposing everything that will injure, 
and working for everything that will 
benefit the community. Without this 
quality, Atlanta would have remained 
Marthasville, and if Sherman’s torches 
had consumed our public spirit along 
with our buildings, there would still 
be traces of the great conflagration in 
every quarter of the city. 

But, from the very beginning, the 
distinguishing characteristic of Atlanta 
was the willingness of her people to 
stand shoulder to shoulder in prosper- 
ity and in adversity. This has devel- 
oped Terminus by successive stages in- 
to the metropolis of the new south, and 
it will in a few years give us 200,000 
population, and build up our suburbs, 
swelling them into small cities. 
| Occasionally, the pessimistic cry is 
raised that Atlanta is losing her old- 
time spirit, but when the proper occa- 
sion demands it there will be a ready 
response. Our great enterprises and 
our municipal government are all based 
upon the harmony and unity of our 
people. That policy has built us up, 
and we are not likely to abandon it 
at a time when we should be marching 
onward in a solid phalanx. 

We should see to it that there shall 
never be any occasion here for such 
words of complaint as were heard in 
Nashville, the other night. 

They Are Good Citizens. 

When Judge Taft, in his recent de- 
cision, pronounced the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers “a criminal con- 
spiracy against the laws of their coun- 
try,” he.used unnecessarily harsh and 
sweeping terms. 

In law tho engineers may possibly 
have violated a provision of the inter- 
state commerce act, but it is neverthe- 
less a well-known fact that they are a 
conservative body of good citizens. 
They are moral, industrious and peace- 
loving. They are noted for their faith- 
fulness and their willingness to saeri- 
fice themselves in the discharge of 
their duty. In their devotion to the 
interests of others they frequently lose 
their lives when they could insure their 
safety by abandoning their posts. In 
all the controversies between labor and 
capital these men have distinguished 
themselves by their moderation and 
their love of justice. 

To denounce them from the bench as 
criminal conspirators against the laws 
of their country is grossly unjust. Such 
intemperate language simply tends to 
increase the restlessness and discontent 
now so widespread among the masses, 
and it should not be countenanced in 
any quarter. When the cause of law 
and order needs defenders the locomo- 
tive engineers will be found in the 
front ranks.

Farming Opportunities in Georgia. 

In a recent article in The Southern 
States, Mr. C. J. Haden, of this city, . 
makes some strong points in favor of 
encouraging {mmiyration. 

According to Mr. Haden, it will take 
28,000,000 more people to make the 
population of our state as dense as it Is 
in the northern country. Not more 
than half of our cleared land is under 
cultivation and not more than one-half 
of this land is half cultivated. With 
100,000 new and industrious farmers 
this land, averaging a product of $30 
to the acre, will produce, if each im- 
migrant cultivates ten acres, $30,000,- 
000 a year. This amount will be so 
much gained from our idle lands. 

The advantages we offer immigrant 
farmers are briefly summarized by Mr. 
Haden. Our climate needs no adver- 
tising. The northwest may be more 
productive of corn and wheat, but it 
costs the farmers there as much to 
transport it to the Atlantic seaboard 
as it does the Georgia farmers to grow 
it. When corn is 17 cents in Nebraska 
it is 50 cents in Georgia, and this makes 
our twenty-five bushels to the acre off-- 
set the seventy-five bushels to the 
acre in the former state. 

Then, we have the advantage in 
fruits and vegetables. One acre of Le 
Conte pear in south Georgia yields 
more clear money than the average 
Minnesota farm. This pear tree “works 
for nothing and beards itself.’ The 
writer quoted from says: 
An acre of land in Wilcox, Dooly or Irwin

Bear in mind, I emphasize the fact, that it 
js upon the net profit and not the gross re- 
sults that we found our argument. It is quite 
common for 500 gallons of syrup to be grown 
upon one acre in south Georgia, which at the 
lowest market price is worth $150 at the 
nearest railroad station, and the cost of pro- 
duction differs very little from ordinary corn. 

Now, when all these facts, and many 
more on the same line are presented 
to the farmers of the blizzardy north- 
west, is it not safe to predict that they 
will make a rush southward?

Playing Tricks With Petitions, 

A few days ago a Chicago man went 
to Washington, with a petition signed 
by 70,000 persons, recommending him 
for postmaster. : 

After leaving Chicago a number of 
the more prominent signers telegraphed 
the president or wrote to him not to 
give any weight to their signatures. 
Naturally, Mr. Cleveland is indignant.

Applicants for 
office will weigh the value of a man’s 
endorsement before they ask for ir, 
and the signers of petitions will be 
more particular in allowiag the use of 
their names. As petitions will always 
be made‘use of to some extent, it is 
well to have,it understood that they will 
be accepted at their face value, and no 
double-dealing will be permitted. But, 
no matter how satisfactory the petition 
may appear to the casual observer, the 
president will doubtless read between 
the lines and convince himself that 
everything is all right and that the pe- 
tition reflects local sentiment.

tS FONDS WILL BE MOVED TODAY 


All the Cash Will Be Transferred to 
the Atlanta National, 


TO RETURN TO CIRCULATION AGAIN. 


There Is About $200,000 in Hard Money 
Locked Up inthe Vaults—Mr. Hill 
Will Probably Sell the Property, 


The money locked up in the vaults of the 
Gate City bank will be turned back into cir- 
culation today. 

Ordered by the Comptroller. 

Mr. Stone, the examiner in charge, was 
directed by tle comptroller of the currency 
yesterday to transfer the funds in the bank 
to the Atlanta National bank. The work 
of counting the funds and removing them 
will begin this morning. This is not a usual 
proceeding, but to meet the general desire to 
have the money unlocked, the comptroller 
took this step and it solves the problem, 
so far as getting the money back into cir- 
culation. Depositors do not get their money 
yet, but the $200,000 or more in actual 
cash now in the Gate City bank will be in 
another national bank, which can loan it 
vut ag the demand is made. 

The Bank Will Liquidate. 

It has been decided also to liquidate. 
That is, the bank will not go into the hands 
of a receiver if present plans can be carried 
out, and there is every reason to believe 
that they can be. Mr. Stone thinks that 
the bank will soom have enough money 
in hand to open the doors and pay every 
depositor as fast as they come up. That 
is liquidation. He will not open the doors 
until there is a dollar on hand for every 
dollar that is owed. The examiner does not 
have the active charge of the liquidation, 
which is done by the officials of the bank, 
but it is done under thé examiner’s super- 
vision. He sees that everything is done in 
strict conformity with the law. 

To Sell the Bank Building. 

Mr. Lod Hill, president of the bank, is 
negotiating for the sale of the bank build- 
ing and the lot. He has a prospect of get- 
ting a good price for the property and as 
soon as the sale is made there will be plenty 
of cash to pay every depositor all that is 
due him. The bank has now on hand about 
$320,000 in cash and cash assets. When 
the bank closed on the night of February 
22d, it had in the vaults about $38,000 in 
cash and $4,000 in checks. Mr. Stone says 
that he thinks the inconvenience caused 
by locking up the bank’s money has been 
over-estimated, but he deemed it the wise 
thing to do to have a transfer made of 
the money to another bank where it will be 
available for regular banking purposes, and 
@e recommended to the comptroller. 

The Collection of Maturing Paper. 

Since the bank closed the maturing paper 
has been collected very promptly, consider- 
ing that it is a suspended bank. Some debt- 
ors have not been prompt, but they are good 
and the money will be obtained. Mr. Stone 
states that the paper which the Gate City 
bank was carrying was of a high class, as 
a rule, and there will be very little of it 
that cannot be collected. There was not 
much long-time paper in the bank. The 
sooner debtors pay up the sooner liquida- 
tion will be possible. 

Dollar for Dollar. 

Every depositor will get dollar for dol- 
lar and the stockholders will get par or 
very near for their stock. Reorganization, 
in the sense of reopening the bank, has been 
given up. If the bank could be reopened 
for business, the depositors would simply 
walk up and draw out their money if they 
were not satisfied. That would be the 
simplest method of paying them off and the 
quickest. Liquidation is the next best 
thing. A receivership would be the last 
resort. It is not so expensive but it causes 
a long delay and it might be six months 
before the depositors could get their money 
under a receivership. | 

Getting Into Shape. 

President Hill is working hard to get the 
bank in shape to liquidate. He is anxious 
to have the ‘matter settled up, and the ex- 
aminer says that the president will soon 
have everything arranged satisfactorily, he 
believes. Liquidation might have been pre- 
pared for by this time, but Mr. Hill, on his 
trip north, missed seeing a party who want- 
ed to buy the property. 

The Books Are New. 

Not a penstroke has been made in the 
old books since the examiners took charge. 
They opened a new set and all the entries 
have been made in them. Liquidation will 
simplify the winding up of the bank won- 
derfully. A receivership would entail a 
great deal of work. All the money collected 
would have to be shipped to the comptroller 
of the currency at Washington and, after 
creditors proved their claims, checks would 
be issued to them and sent to the receiver, 
who would deliver them to the parties en- 
titled to them. To prove the claims and get 
all the affairs in readiness to fill out the 
checks would take several months,

THE POLICE TO REFORM THE STREET. 


Events of Yesterday in Police Circles—Pat- 
ton Carried Back to Carnesville—Oth- 
er Minor Happenings of the Day. 


The police bdve undertaken the work 
of reforming Decatur street and the heads 
of the department say they are going to 
do the job up brown and [ose no time about 
it. 

They invaded the very heart of this street, 
which before their intrusion had been the 
choicest section of the lawbreaker. The 
population of Decatur street feebly resented 
the invasion of the police, but their protests 
did no good and their very worst prophe- 
cies of the Woeful results that would follow 
the advent of the coppers seem about to 
be realized. : 

Late night before last Captain Thompson, 
Detective Cason and Patrolman Kerlin 
raided a den directly opposite the police sta- 
tion and pulled twelve negroes. About twice 
as many more escaped by a rear entrance. 
The crowd had been enjoying a free fight, 
but as the front was protected by a screen, 
they did not expect the police to imterfere. 

Yesterday the twelve negroes, half of 
whom are women, were brought before Re- 
corder Calhoun for trial and the death knell 
of such dens as that in which they were 
found and which have existed on certain 
parts of Decatur street for years, was 
sounded. The: entire gang were heavily 
fined and warned that if they were found 
in the same den again they would be given 
the extent of the law and the house closed. 
Captain Thompson testified that the house 
was ostensibly a restaurant, but he found 
upon entering it that it was divided into 
small booths in which crowds of men were 
congregated drinking and cursing. He said 
the place was not a restaurant at all. The 
police say they are going to wipe out such 
places. They are right in the midst of them 
and can attend to them to better advantage 
than before. 

Whitley Scared the Entire Vicinity. 


John Whitley, a contractor residing in the 
western part of the city, created a lively 
disturbance near his home night before last. 
He reached home considerably under the 
influence of whisky at a pretty late hour 
and proceeded to curse his daughter in the 
Vilest manner. 

His violent language aroused all of his 
neighbors and they ran out, thinking some- 
thing terrible had happened. Patrolman 
Lyle, who lives next door to Whitley, 
Was awakened and he quickly went out to 
quiet the noisy and profane contractor, who 
had frightened the entire vicinity with vio- 
lence.

Charles Johnson, whose father is the 
proprietor of a popcorn booth on the corner 
of Decatur and Collins street, was arrested 
last night by Patrolman Coker for carrying 
concealed weapons.

THE INITIAL LESSON YESTERDAY, 


Professor Theo. Toepel, the Instructor. 
Over 200 Volumes Contributed to 
the Police Library. 


In the spacious armory on the third floor 
of the new police station the Atlanta police 
force took their initial lesson in physical 
culture and a course of military trianing 


yesterday afternoon. 

It was a pretty good show, aside from 
the interest attaching to this commendable 
innovation, which bids fair to bring good 
results to the police department. The phy- 
sical instructor was Mr. Theodore Toepel, 
of Philadelphia, who has been conditionally 
chosen the permanent director of the police 
gymuasium. The German-American sys- 
tem, the same as is taught at West Point 
and other military schools, was used, and 
in the single lesson he has given the finest, 
Mr. Toepel proved himself a _ splendid 
teacher. . 

At 4:30 o’clock the men were marshaled 
together in the armory and, taking off their 
coats, went to work in earnest, following 
the directions of the young instructor. At 
first they were worse than the green squad 
at a military school, but by degrees they 
caught on and before the lesson was half 
over a&@ marked improvement coujd be 
noted. 

The beauty of the system is that it not 
only gives the necessary military training 
but is, perhaps, the best system of physical 
culture extant. The men were carried 
through every conceivable motion calculated 
to exercise the muscles. Each man was sup- 
plied with @ horizontal iron bar, which he 
waved wildly about in a seemingly senseless 
fashion, but a few moments close watching 
would reveal a distinct method in the busi- 
ness. Many of the movements were very 
graceful even as they were executed by the 
awkward policemen. 

The men were drilled by Mr. Toepel and 
showed great improvement before the lesson 
was over. They each expressed themselves 
as highly pleased with the system, and said 
that they already felt improved. 

A gymnasium is to be fitted up in the 
building and Mr. Toepel will have charge 
of the policemen and will carry them 
through a full course of physical culture 
and military training. The gymnasium will 
be a lasting benefit to the polcemen and 
they are looking forward to the time when 
it will be ready for their use with happy 
anticipations. Chief Connolly and the sey- 
eral captains on the force are going to take 
lessons in physical culture. : 

The Police Library on a Boom. 


The article in The Constitution of several 
days ago relative to Judge Andy Calhoun’s 
suggestion about the police library, has borne 
good fruit. Over 200 volumes have already 
been contributed, and many more are ex- 
pected. The appeal made by Judge Calhoun 
was a very thoughtful one and met with 
a hearty response. Books and magazines of 
the very highest literary quality were among 
the contributions of literature sent in. 
Many standard works were contributed. 

Judge Calhoun, who first suggested the 
idea, gave a case of books of varied con- 
tents. He sent works of fiction, science ‘and 
works touching on police matters. Major 
H. Franklin Starke sent a dozen good 
books. Others sending books were: Mrs. 
Harry Krouse, Mrs. L. Edney Benson, 
Mrs. Owen Lynch and Mr. Park Wood- 
ward. Mrs. Lynch gave a full set of 
Dickens’s works. Mrs. Krouse sent sixty 
volumes of miscellaneous literature. 

Parties who desire to give books can send 
their names to Chief Connolly and he will 
send for the books. The gentlemen who are 
at the head of the plan still urge citizens 
to send in such old books as they do not care 
for. They will form a welcome addition 
to the police library. The name of the 
giver is written in each volume. Chief Con- 
nolly is going to have the elegant room set 
apart for the library nicely furnished and 
supplied with shelves. With the help of 
citizens the police force hope to make it a 
pleasant place. They have no appropriation 
for the purpose of starting a library and 
cannot afford to stock it out of their own 
earnings.

Features of the Speculative Movement in | 


Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, April 6—The wheat, corn and oats mar- 
ket closed weak after many changes. Provisions 
started strong and so continued to the end. Clique 
houses bought a good deal of wheat at the opening, 
and were credited with free selling later on a bulge. 
In addition to what was considered a disappointment 
by the bulls the status of the Kansas crop, there 
was also a report that an early rain was probable in 
Missouri and Kansas which would relieve the situation 
and give the crop a big start. New York had big sell- 
ing orders here, and the local crowd got quite bearish. 
For a time the market found little support from any 
quarter, but it soon underwent a sudden change. Cud- 
ahy’s brokers began to pick up the wheat, and it was 
estimated that they secured 1,500,080 bushels in short 
order.

Mayor Goodwin, Judge Hillyer, president

The Constitution took a day off and in- 
spected the new waterworks, visiting both 
pumping sigtions. 3 

The trip was made in two buggies, and 
consumed from 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 


ing until 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 


-The.ride was a pleasant one, the route se 
lected being out Luckie street to Hemp- 
hil) avenue, dlong which driveway the city 
owns considerable property, which was 
pointed out to the mayor by the city engi- 
neer. Although it had rained the night be- 
fore Hemphill avenue was in extraordina- 
rily fine condition, the road not being heavy 
at all. 

The party reached the first station short- 
ly after 10 o’clock, Judge Hillyer and Su- 
perintendent Richards arriving first. May- 
or Goodwin was shown through the build- 
ing by the othcr members of the quartet. 
as he was not quite as familiar with the de- 
tails as they. The enormous ten-million 
gallon pumping engine was viewed from all 
sides and- pronounced a beauty. 

“Tt’s stupendeus, but it is symmetrical,” 
ejaculated the moyar as he folded his hands 
behind him and was lost in admiration of 
the magnificent piece of machinery. 

“Just by way of giving a pointer,” said 
Superintendent Richards, “I would like to 
say that this engine cost only $59,000, and 
it has a capacity of ten i, a gallons. 
There is now being erected in New Orleans 
an engine of the same capacity as this one, 
and the cost of it ig $210,000, and I don’t 
believe that it is as good as ours. Why, if 
one portion of this engine needed repairing 
the other side cowd pump on, with but a 
very little stop.” 

The boiler room was then visited and the 
boilers were examined with interest by 
Mayor Goodwin, who appeared anxious to 
grasp every detail of the gigantic machin- 
ery. An iron ladder at the side of the 
six boilers was mounted and the party 
climbed on top to look around. The mayor 
was informed that they were Atlanta made 
boilers and. he immediately expressed the 
opinion that they were exceedingly fine 
ones. 

“Won't there be lots of heat lost?” asked 
Mayor Goodwin, alluding to the bare tops 
of the boilers. 

“All that will be packed,” volunteered 
the city engineer. 

Then followed a long explanation of drain 
pipes, suction pipes, filter pipes, cut off 
valves, regulators and basius, to all of which 
the mayor and Judge Hillyer paid close at- 
tention. ee a 

They All Took a Weigh. 

Before leaving the first pumping station a 
pair of scales as spied by Mayor Goodwin, 
who made a break to get on them and find 
what his weight was. He jumped on and 
Superintendent Richards conducted the cer- 
emony. The mayor Spee the beam at 
216 pounds. Judge Hillyer mounted and 
his weight was revealed when the balance 
Was made at 179 pounds. City Engineer 
Clayton came in at a good third at 178 
Superintendent Richards 
uh 5 oe only 130. 

e clear water basin, which has a capac- 
ity of one million gallons was next inspected. 

“There should be a railing of some kind 
around it,” suggested Mayor Goodwin.

A cut- 
off valve was then visited aad the syuperin- 
tendent explained how the water could either 
be sent through the filters and then into the 


» clear water basin, or, if the water in the 


reservoir was clear enough, could be turned 
straight on to the pump. 

“What we need,’ said the city engineer, 
“is a line of pipe to run around the reser- 
voir and connect with the pipe. direct from 
the river station. This would be absolutely 
infperative in case of a washout or a drain- 
ing of the reservoir in case some One should 
be drowned in it.” 


About the Engines and the Pipe.

"You know,” said the mayor, turning to 
The Constitution reporter, “that the $182,- 
000 worth of was issued ta cover the 
purchase of the duplicate engine that the 
saperrnpennens has Lust alluded to. We 
bave already spent ,000, cutting off all 
other expenses that were not absolutely 
Necessary in order that the work on the 
new waterworks ht proceed. And we 
will cut down every rtment and furnish 
the other $90,000 ore the waterworks 
shall not be completed on time. Both the.city 
engineer and the superintendent of the water- 
works have assured me that we should have 
water from the river in Atlanta by the 

day of July, and I believe so too.” 

4, Ob» yes,” chimed in the superintendent, 
everything will be in ship shape by that 
time. is another thing that I 
wish to impress. There is nothing orna- 
mental about the new waterwor but 


a marble slab cemented in the wall 
betw the two engines. This slab will 
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his one’s forty feet across the top and 
nearly two hundred feet through the bare, 
enthuslastivally interrupted Superintendent 


aa the mayor breathed freely once 
ore- 

“The driveway around the reservior,” 
ventured City Engineer Clayton, “is three- 
quarters of a mile nearest the reservoir. 

“How many acres does the reservoir en- 
close, anyway,” asked Mayor Goodwin, as 
he contemplated the enclosure as if he were 
trying to arrive at some satisfactory con- 
clusion. 

“Fifty acres,” answered the city engineer. 
“The depth of the water is about thirty-five 
feet on an average. The minimum depth is 
thirty feet and the maximum depth is forty 
feet. That little tower in the direction of 
the first pumping station is to let in the 
water to the pipes that take it to the fit 
ters. It can be let in at any depth by 
valves that connect with those rods on top. 
At the other end is the outlet tower, which 
is regulated in somewhat the same manner. 
The perecuty at the reservoir is something 
like 189,000,000 gallons. If the two pumps 
at the river station were to work at_ it 
continuously the reservoir could be filled 
in about a week. However, we intend to 
fo slow and it will take about a month 
to get it up to the top notch.” 

On to the Chattahoochee. 


The route to the river was then continued 
and three stops were made. 

The first stop was at the point along the 
road where the men are engaged in put- 
ting the enormous pipes in position. Mayor 
Goodwin expressed a desire to see how it 
Was dote and he was made fully acquaint- 
ed with the details of the work before he 
left. The men put the worsted around the 
flanges of the pipes and then run the lead 
with the aid of the rope of clay. The work- 
er then took his position and was caulking 
the lead in tight after he had filed it off 
around the rough edges. 

“Wouldn’t that be water tight without 
all that after the lead was poured cp?” 
asked Mayor Goodwin. 

“Not a bit of it,”’ was the reply of Super- 
intendent Richards. ‘The water would 
force its way through it in the easiest man- 
ner possible, if it wasn’t caulked like that.” 

The second stop was when about half the 
road to the river station had been traveled. 

‘“‘There’s a spring,” suddenly exclaimed 
Mayor Goodwin, who had been keeping his 
eye on the adjacent scenery. “Let’s go 
out and get a drink.” 

The whole party followed the advice of 
Mayor Goodwin, and a delicious draught 
was dipped out of a splendid old rock 
spring. 

“Reminds me of when I was a boy,” 
cogitated Judge Hillyer. 

“Me, too,’ said both the city engineer 
and the superintendent. : 

“When I had typhoid fever,” said’ the 
mayor, “the thing | wanted most Was a 
drink of pure cold water from the spring 
I used to drink from when I was a boy,” 
and the mayor drank a second dipperful 
of water. 

“Nearly as good as the new waterworks 
water will be,’”’ murmured Messrs. Clayton 
and Richards in unison. 

The third stop was to examine some es- 
pecially fine masonry work, where the pipe 
was to be run across by meals of a canti- 
lever. 

At the River Pumping Station. 

It was nearly noon when the gentlemen 
jumped frém the carriages and proceeded 
to inspect the river station. 

The twin engines at this station are up 
and nearly rendy to have the steam turn- 
ed on. They are duplicates of the engine 
at the upper station, and of the same ca- 
pacity, but are somewhat lighter in build. 

‘The more I see of the new waterworks 
and the progress that has been made the 
better pleased I am,” said Mayor (soodwin. 
“The work has certainly been conducted by 
competent men.”’ 

The boiler room of this station has cight 
boilers instead of six, but they are all of 
the same capacity. The boiler room was 
visited and no one found fault with any- 
thing. The well from which the two 
pumps will draw water was looked at. 
‘This well is qQuite-a number of feet below 
the lowest water that has ever been konwn 
in the history of the Chattahoochee river. 

The party then went across Peachtree 
creek on a plank walk, much to the dis. 
comfiture of Mayor Goodwin, who made 
several wild attemtps to lose his balance, 
and when cautioned not to do so, he inti- 
mated that unless he was let alone he 
would jump in outright. No sign of where 
the pipe has been laid across Peachtree 
creck ts visible except where it enters and 
where it comes out. The pipe at present is 
being laid through solid rock, dynamite be- 
ing used in making an opening. 

Finally Judge Hillyer began to exhibit 
an unusual amount of nervousness and 
pulled out his watch several times, sugzesi- 
ing that if the mayor expected to get back 
to town in time for the special meeting he 
had better leave at once, and anyhow the 
time for dinner was rapidly approaching. 

At this last remark a smile wended its 
way across Mayor Goodwin's face, at first 
faintly, and then vigorously. ‘The smile 
continued and no one knew the meaning of 
it until, to the entire satisfaction of the 
arty, and to Judge Hillyer’s evident re- 
ief, the mayor took fruin its concealment 
under the seat of his carriage a big bundle 
of eatables. 

And then ensued a regular feast, thanks 
to the admirable foresight of Mayor Good- 
win. 

About thirty minutes was consumed in 
eating lunch, and an hour and a half later 
the party had reached Atlanta and separat- 
ed much pleased with the inspection of the 
new waterworks.

Intimates, That Atlanta Is Bankrupt. 
Yesterday’s Meeting of Council.

“A special session of the council was 
held yesterday afternoon for the small, 
but necessary purpose, of changing the 
date of opening the city registration books 
for the waterworks bond election from 
April 5th to 7th, but before the meeting 
adjourned a matter of some moment was 
ed. 
gage developed that the work of public 
improvements will beat a standstill until 
after the bond election, and it all came 


out in a very unexpected. way. 

Before the meeting was convened Coun- 
eiiman Beatie showed to a number of mem- 
bers a copy of The United States Investor, 
an industrial paper published in Boston, 
which contained a short article reflecting 
upon the credit of the city. The article 
stated that owing to a fault in the issue 
of $250,000 of water bonds that public 
improvements in Atlanta would be stopped 
for the current year. The general tone 
of the article reflected upon the credit of 
the city in a financial way, and to a person 
not acquainted with the facts it would 
appear from the article that the city was 
bankrupt. 

The Boston publication did not please 
those members of the council who read it 
and they wanted to know who authorized 
it.. Of course, nothing could be learned 
upon this point, but Councilman Beatie 
stated that he understood that it was taken 
from an editorial of several days ago in 
The Evening Journal. He and his fellow 
councilmen thought the article very muis- 
leading and not at all representative of 
the real facts. There was some general 
discussion of the article before Mr. Shrop- 
gphire called the meeting to order. 

Then, after the council had attended to 
the matter for which it had been called 
, together, Councilman Hill got up and 
wanted to know what all this talk about 
stopping public improvements meant. He 
was told that the council had adopted a 
resolution providing for such action, but 
he said he did not remember it. Council; 
man Northen said if he had voted for such 
a resolution he was crazy at the time. 
Other councilmen said they knew nothing 
of it. 

Chairman Stockdell, of -the finance com- 
mittee, arose and said that such a resolu- 
tion had been -prepared, but had never 
been introduced. It had been learned that 
the result desired could be obtained without 
a resolution, and that was thought best, 
as the matter might get into the papers 
and a false impression get abroad owing 
to a misunderstanding of the facts. The 
contractors having the work in hand had 
agreed that the work could be stopped 
until. after the waterworks bond election 
without any action of the council ordering 
that it be done. Mayor Goodwin had 
eer made arrangements that this be 

one. The explanation was perfectly sat- 
isfactory to the council, as it was thoroughiy 
understood that the work would only be 
stopped until the bond election on May 
18th. But they still flit that an injustice 
had been done the city by the publication 
which might create the impression that 
‘Atlanta was financially bankrupt, which 
Was not near the truth. 

“So far from it indicating that we are 
bankrupt,” said Mayor Goodwin, “it 
shows to those who are acquainted with the 
facts that we are, by the action that has 
been taken, only maintaining the integrity 
of the city, and abiding by our charter in 
not spending money before we get it.” 

The error in the last year’s issue of wa- 
terworks bonds which made this second 
election necessary is familiar to all Atlan- 
tians. This error led to the present state 
of affairs. No serious delay in public im- 
provements will be experienced. 

The aldermanic board held its regular 
meeting yesterday afternoon. Only the 
work of laying Belgian block and large 
sewers has been discontinued. The work 
of laying sidewalk paving and small sewers, 
euch work ag ig paid for by citizens, will 
go ahead as heretofore. The action of 
the mayor in having the work stopped is 
merely an act of caution that commeyis 
his judgment. The waterworks will be 
pushed rapidly forward to the exclusion of 
such work as has been discontinued for the 
present. 

The Hill Ordinance Killed. 


The aldermanic board held its regular 
meeting just before the council met, and 
among other matters considered the ordi- 
mance of Councilman Hill relative to the 
selection of a city treasurer. The ordi- 
nance provided for the selection of the 
person to fill that place who offered the 
city the best inducements for her money.: 
Of course, the party selected had to be of 
sound standing in the community. The 
aldermanic board refused to concur in the 
oe } 

othing else of interest was done. by 
the board. The biggest portion of ‘its 
work was postponed unt? a later meeting.

Complaint was made last year about

than Atlanta. Mr. Cooledge, of the South- 
ern Paint gpd Glass Company testified that 
the rate on glass by the carload lot was 
27 cents from the river to Chattanooga and 
was 38 cents from Chattanooga here. 
Considerable testimony was taken in regard 
to distances, 

Among the witnesses who were examined 
were Mr. Edwin Fitzgerald, traffic mana- 
ger ofthe East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, and Mr, P. J. McGovern, as- 
sistant commissioner of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association.

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the Ryan Case. 
LAST SCENES OF THE LITIGATION. 


Only $9,500 of the Vast Ryan Capital the 


BSubject of /Division—$26,500 Will 
Be Divided Later. 


If there were not so many figures in- 
volved, a very interesting story mig't be 
written on “the last of the Ryan litigation.” 

bur the figures are Wi the Wa), uiiu Lhe 
charm of the story is consequently 
destroyed by the constant repetition 
of numerals. This is very much to 
be regretted, but even as it 18 
a brief review of this stupendous break, 
in the light of certain developments which 
transpired yesterday, cannot fail to interest 
a large number. 

The lawyers interested in the case, in be- 
half of the vast army of unprotected credi- 
tors, were busy in the mathematical endeav- 
or_to apply the rule of long division to the 
small sum of $9,500. This is the remnant 
of the large amount that was realized from 
the sale of the enormous stock of goods 
by Receiver Kingsbery. It was very much 
like the remains of a Christmas turkey af- 
ter the festivities of that celebration were 
concluded, and as such it even appealed 
with a touch of humor to the hungry law- 
yers. 

When Mr. Ryan failed about two years 
ago—it was in the summer of 1891—he was 
a debtor to the business world in that splen- 
did aggregation of ciphers—$1,UU00,00U., As 
soon as the community was able to catch 
its breath, the first sensation which tovok 
the place of astonishment was that of ad- 
miration., ‘here was something unusual, not 
to say muguiticent, about such a void, 
colossal break. it was altogether out of 
the usual run of current events in this part 
of the world, and excited vague reminis- 
cences of that mythological fake, the story 
of Alauddin and his wonderful lamp. 

It gave to Atlanta a sort of commercial 
eciat, and pronounced her no longer a met- 
ropolitan, but a cosmopolitan city. It was 
considered as an excellent advertisemeit, 
although it was in the nature of a general 
smash up. 

but to go back. The failure of Mr. 
Ryan was, to a certain extent, anticipated. 
This foresight was due, of course, to the 
rapid manner in which he was disposing of 
articles “pro bono publico,” apparently at 
one-half and one-third of their cost value. 
The crowds began to hurry in that direc- 
tion, and the consequence was that in the 
course of a few weeks the community had 
replenished its wardrobe, and there was 
scarcely a man, woman or child in the 
city who was not directly the beneticiary 
of Mr. Ryan’s magnanimity. 

But there is an end to all things, as the 
prophets say, and so the day came when 
Mr. Ryan closed his doors, and rumor had 
it that Atlanta's merchant prince had 
failed. This rumor was sustained when the 
sheriff drew up in front of the door ard 
tacked his little card on the front entrance 
to the estab.ishment. 

An inventory of the stock was carefully 
taken by Receiver Kingsbery, during which 
time Mr. Ryan was living under the cloud 
of legal suspicion, involved in the charge 
of contempt of court. The inventory footed 
up something in the neighborhood of $500,- 
OOO, which was greatly in excess of the lia- 
bilities due for the purchase of the goods. 

Finally the stock was reduced to cash, 
and it was found when the assets were 
counted that the receiver had only $306,- 
QUO in hand. It wag like cooking a pot of 
greens and there was very little to show for 
the big lot of bills which were pasted in 
the invoice book. 

Starting with the amount $306,000 we 
will now proceed to make a few substrac- 
tions. First, the sum of $115,000 was paid 
to Claflin & Co., then to the clerks and for 
taxes during the time in which the goods 
were sold by the receiver, $15,000; then 
the bills for the mortgagees, amounting to 
$350,000 were settled at $88,000. Adding 
to this the money recently paid out by 
order of the jury, namely: $52,000 to cover 
the expetses of the auditor, the clerks, the 
attorneys and the receivership, there was 
a balance of only $36,000 left. 

Of this amount $26,500 is now in the 
vaults of the Gate City National bank. 
The remainder, $9,500, constituted the 
problem in the little boy’s arithmetic which 
puzzled the attorneys yesterday. 

As soon as the money is obtained from 
the vaults of the bank the remaining por- 
tion will also be prorated. The money is 
not being divided up between all of the 
creditors, but only that part of them who 
were able to establish their claims and to 
identify. their property. The others who 
represent by far the greater part of the 
indebtedness, will never get a cent. 

When the matter is finally settled the 
creditors will not be able to purchase a 
great deal of Atlanta dirt with the pro- 
ceeds which they will realize. 

It will be gratifying to know, however, 
that the matter is settled, and that the 
last act in one of the most noted cases in 
the history of this country has been written.
